JUNGLE GROWS OVER 
ONCE MIGHTY CITY 


Americans Find Place Older 
Than Ancient Rome. 


A city in Indo-Chlna, known through 
Chinese literature to have been old 
and powerful when Rome was new, 
has Just been discovered by tile Amer­ 
icans—Harry liervey and Carlton Hil­ 
dreth. 
Wriling of the Io«t city, In McCall’s 
Magazine, Mr. Hildreth tells of ttie 
people 
whoso 
decaying capital 
he 
helped in discovering: 
“The Khmers were a people more 
mysterious than the Incas, and their 
greatness Is comparable with the eiv- 
nizntlons of China and Babylon. In­ 
deed, the ancient Khmer capital, Ang- 
kor-Thom. whose ruins stand today In 
the Cambodian jungles, was a city 
more 
thrilling than 
Rome 
at 
Its 
height. 
“The 
Khmer 
empire 
reached 
Ifs 
height In the Twelfth century, then de­ 
clined, arni after a series of wars 
with fin* Thai race (now the Siamese) 
and Hie people of Ghianipn (modern 
Armani) the Khmers slipped out of 
history, leaving the ruins of their 
mighty cities and a few meager in­ 
scriptions as the only records of their 
spectacular rise ami fall. 
What be­ 
came of the Khmers? 
Did their de­ 
feated armies retreat Into the hinter­ 
lands and there build other cities? Or 
*11*1 they die out, leaving only a thin 
stream of their glorious blood to filter 
down througth the centuries Into the 
present-day natives of Cambodia?” 
Mr. Hervey adds to what is known 
of the city as a result of his explora­ 
tion, He traces something of the rise 
of file city and says: 
"It was Suryavarmnn TI. some cen­ 
turies later, who ordered the building 
of Angkor-Wat. Out of the toil and 
death of thousands of slaves that 
mammoth 
edifice 
rose 
stone 
upon 
stone, tier upon tier. until. Its towers 
crowned with golden lotus. It dom­ 
inated the surrounding marshy Jungle 
and Hie torn pyramids of Angkor- 
Thom. a monument to the cruelty and 
magnificence of the Khmers. 
“Near the end of tin* Twelfth cen­ 
tury the empire reached Its height. A 
comparatively short time after that— 
between th** years of 1205 and 1207— 
Angkor was visited by a Chinese am­ 
bassador. Tcheou-tn Kliounn. whose 
memoirs are the only records of the 
manners and customs of this people. 
"The splendor of Angkor at the time 
of Trhcou-fn-Khouan’s visit was prod­ 
igal. 
Golden rot was eating Into the 
heart of the Khmer empire. 
In one 
mighty gesture, spending their wealth 
and their strength, tiles** people had 
hullt Angkor—and their own tomb. Tn 
the Thirteenth and Fourteenth cen­ 
turies they were attacked again by the 
Chams, also bv the great Thai race. 
the .Siamese. Then the slaves rose up 
against them. The end of the Four­ 
teenth century saw the last of Ang­ 
kor's lavish heautv ami brutality.

ins namesake. 
This is the campaign 
to raise $10,OO:* for Hie restoration of 
HR* Historic “Old First” Presbyterian 
church of Alexandria, Va., together 
with its burying ground, in which 20 
different organizations—civic, frater­ 
nal, patriotic. Masonic, benevolent and 
racial—are co-operating. 
What remains of the edifice, which 
was begun two years before the sign­ 
ing of the Declaration of Independ­ 
ence nad which was founded by Scot­ 
tish Covenanters, stands on 
South 
Fairfax street, named in honor of that 
Lord Fairfax who was George Wash­ 
ington’s friend and benefactor. 
Even 
though 
Alexandria 
strongly sympa­ 
thized with and us Virginia soil w a s 
part of the South during the troubled 
time of the t'ivil war, the church 
membership adhered to tile Northern 
assembly and eventually, in ISSA, ex­ 
pired as Ha active church body. 
To­ 
day, however, members of this faith 
residing there are waging a vigorous 
campaign both in northern and south­ 
ern quarters to restore the old struc­ 
ture, not alone because of its historic 
Interest, but as a symbol of renewed 
accord between North and South.
